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Man made threat 
to stab opponent

AN end-of-season celebration at Ha¬ 
rlow Cricket Club turned sour after 
a man taking part in an impromptu 
football match threatened to stab an 
opponent, a court heard. 

As the play began to get rougher, James 
Lee-Sang was alleged to have said “let’s 
play by prison rules” before attempting to 
headbutt Rehman Ahmed. 

He was also said to have produced a kub- 
otan - a close-quarters self-defence weapon 
illegal in this country - and threatened to use 
it against Mr Ahmed. 

Lee-Sang, from Canvey Island, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court to using 
threatening behaviour and possession of an 
offensive weapon. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody until March 5 for pre-sentence reports. 

Sasha Bailey, prosecuting, told the court 
the incident took place at the cricket club’s 
ground at Chippingfield, Old Harlow, on 
September 13 last year following the final 
game of the season. 

Mr Ahmed had played in the match and 
then joined a barbeque afterwards. He then 
went to play football and Lee-Sang joined in, 
but started tackling in what Miss Bailey 
described as “a more aggressive manner” 
before suggesting the game was played by 
prison rules. 

“Mr Ahmed took it to mean no rules and 
others didn’t want to play that way for fear of 
getting hurt,” said Miss Bailey. 

“As the defendant approached, Mr Ahmed 
got out of the way and then Lee-Sang fell 
over. He got up and said ‘I'll shank you’. 

“Mr Ahmed thought he saw a shiny object 
which made him believe he would be 
stabbed. Lee-Sang went towards Mr Ahmed 
and, trying to headbutt him, caught his face 
causing slight pain to his nose. 

“Lee-Sang said ‘I don’t care if I go to 
prison as a result as long as I stab you’. Mr 
Ahmed said he didn’t want trouble; he’d 
gone to play a cricket match.”

Tricksters target the 
elderly in 'car' con 

POLICE investigating a number of burglaries at the homes 
of elderly people in Harlow are asking for help to identify 
two suspects. 

The culprits - two women - tricked their way into the 
homes of their victims homes by pretending their car had 
broken down and asking for a jug of water. 

It was only after they left that the victims discovered 
items were missing from their homes. 

The four incidents took place between Friday, January 22 
and Monday, February 15 at properties in School Lane, 
Ladyshot and Latton Hall Close. The victims were aged 89, 
60, 95 and 70. 

Detective Constable Donna Clark, of Harlow police, 
said: “These are really appalling crimes committed against 
vulnerable people who are just being kind by agreeing to 
help. 

“We need assistance from the public to identify the 
women responsible and stop this from happening again. I’d 
also be very keen to hear from anyone who has been 
approached under similar circumstances.” 

Local crime reduction officer Graham Anthony advised 
residents to be on their guard and think carefully before let¬ 
ting strangers into their homes. 

“Keep front and back doors locked, and don’t open the 
door to people you’re not expecting,” he said. “Always use 
a door chain and don’t be panicked into letting someone in, 
even if they say it’s urgent.” 


Police appeal 
for witnesses 
to incident 
outside club 

A MAN was taken to hospi¬ 
tal after he was found at the 
bottom of a stairwell out¬ 
side a Harlow nightclub. 

The 21-year-old was dis¬ 
covered near The Club¬ 
house, in The Rows, shortly 
before 3 am on Saturday. 

He was first taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal before being transferred 
to Queen’s Hospital in 
Romford where his condi¬ 
tion is described as stable. 

Police have launched an 
investigation into the inci¬ 
dent and want to talk to any¬ 
one who saw what hap¬ 
pened during the time lead¬ 
ing up to the discovery.

More of town's students 
go into higher education 


THE number of stduents in the 
Harlow area going on to higher 
education has rocketed by 50 
per cent in 12 years. 

Figures for the 2008-09 aca¬ 
demic year show that 1,615 of 
the town’s residents were study¬ 
ing at undergraduate and post¬ 
graduate levels compared to 
1,080 in 1997. 

The Harlow constituency is 
now in the top 20 per cent most 
improved areas in the UK dur¬ 
ing that 12-year period. 

“This is great news,” said MP 
Bill Rammell, a former higher 
education minister. “These fig¬ 
ures show a marked increase in 
the number of Harlow residents 


being able to access higher edu¬ 
cation and aspiring to study at 
this level. 

“This shows the Labour 
Government’s drive to increase 
access to higher education in 
areas like Harlow, where histor¬ 
ically numbers going on to study 
higher education has been quite 
low, is proving successful.” 

He added the figure would 
continue to rise with the open¬ 
ing of the Anglia Ruskin 
University campus on the 
Harlow College site by 2011. 

“Harlow residents will be 
able to study for degree courses 
on their own doorstep,” he 
added.

the bid, said: “It’s a joke. How are 
people going to know they have a say 
if they’ve not even been sent a form? 

“And the information about Church 
Langley Community Centre is simply 
wrong, The extension is going ahead 
using other funds and has never been 
part of the application. 

“The Community Chest money 
would only be used to improve facili¬ 
ties.” 

The poll has been described by 
Councillor John Jowers, the council’s 
cabinet member for localism and 
planning, as “democracy working at 
its best”. 

Ballot papers were supposed to 
have been posted through letterboxes 
in the week beginning February 8. 

A spokeswoman for the county 
council said that the voting deadline 
had now been put back to Saturday, 
March 13 and laid the blame on the 


distribution firm responsible for 
delivering the forms. 

“There have been some issues with 
the distribution of ballot papers,” she 
said. “The company responsible had 
absolutely assured me that they had 
been delivered but it turned out they 
had gone out later.” 

She added that new publicity mate¬ 
rial had been amended to remove 
inaccurate information and the voting 
form is also available to download 
from the authority’s website. 

Residents are being given the 
choice of projects upgrading Church 
Langley Community Centre, improv¬ 
ing Brenthall and Barnsley Woods or 
helping to build a clubhouse for the 
South East Harlow Sports and Youth 
Association. 

Forms can be downloaded from the 
‘how to vote’ section at 
www.essex.gov.uk/community chest. 

Addresses given on the forms will 
be collated to stop households voting 
twice. 


0AP shouted racist 
abuse at bus driver 

A PENSIONER who racially abused a bus 
driver and struck his vehicle with a metal bar 
has been given a suspended prison sentence. 

Retired taxi driver Anthony McGovern 
(74), of Hollyfield, Harlow, called Anthony 
Campbell a “black bastard” during a con¬ 
frontation in Ware. 

Gavin Pottinger, prosecuting at St Albans 
Crown Court, said the incident happened on 
September 3 last year when McGovern was 
in a white Astra being driven by his wife. 

“The defendant complained he had been 
cut up by the bus driver,” said Mr Pottinger. 
“The driver admitted he had pulled out in 
front of the car and was subjected to a tirade 
of racist abuse.”. 

McGovern then fetched the metal bar from 
a golf trolley and used is to strike the perspex 
partition separating Mr Campbell from the 
rest of the bus. 

Mr Pottinger said that when Mr Campbell 
told him the case would end up in court, 
McGovern replied: “I don’t care. I am going 
to come down the depot and kill you.” 

McGovern, who pleaded guilty to racially 
aggravated threatening behaviour, appeared 
in court on Friday for sentence. 

Grahame Jones, appearing for McGovern, 
said in mitigation he was of previous good 
character and had never having been in trou¬ 
ble before. 

“It was not racially motivated, it was not 
because he was black,” said Mr Jones. 

Recorder Bruce Coleman, who sentenced 
McGovern to six months’ jail suspended for 
two years and ordered him to pay Mr 
Campbell £100, said: “This was an utterly 
disgraceful incident.” 



Don't just bin it, bag it 


HUNDREDS of 
old household 
items have been 
recycled following 
the re-launch of a 
service for 
unwanted goods. 
The quarterly 
collections of 
clothing, batteries 
and small 
electronic items 
started two weeks 
ago - and already 
items have 
flooded in. 

When the 
collections were 
first launched, 


around 2,500 bags 
were picked up, 
boosting the 
town’s recycling 
levels. 

Items included 
textiles, footwear, 
batteries, bags, 
towels, household 
linen, radios and 
CD players.

court with flat tyres. I had counted more than 
30 cars by the time I left at around 11.30pm.” 

Mr Russell contacted Essex County 
Council’s highways department to make them 
aware of the problem but claimed it took hours 
for repair crews to fix the problem. 

“Because my car did not come supplied 
with a spare wheel I had to book a taxi to take 
me home that night and then return the fol¬ 
lowing morning to get my wheel replaced. It 
ended up costing me almost £100 in total.” 

An Essex Police spokeswoman confirmed a 
number of calls had been received from 
motorists using the A414 and said that officers 
attending the scene had coned the pothole off 


to protect drivers from damaging their vehi¬ 
cles. 

A County Hall spokeswoman said that a 
team had been dispatched to the scene as soon 
as the authority was made aware of the prob¬ 
lem, but admitted a second crew had to be 
called out as the first crew had been unable to 
complete repairs due to the atrocious weather 
conditions. 

“To ensure that people travelling along the 
road were safe, highways officers attended the 
scene and carried out a temporary repair that 
evening despite the bad weather,” she said.

“Therefore we feel a two-bedroom prop¬ 
erty would serve a far better purpose as a 
home for someone on the council’s housing 
register.”

THE courage of a five- 
year-old Harlow boy who 
learned to walk again 
after undergoing from 
debilitating treatment for 
cancer has been rewarded. 
Alfie Pavitt, of Primrose Field, 
was nominated for the Cancer 
Research UK Little Star 
Awards by mum Sharon and 
dad Alex after he was 
diagnosed with acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia at the 
age of two. 

Alfie started a course of intensive 
chemotherapy, a treatment made 
worse by the fact that he has a 
needle phobia. 

Mum Sharon said: “Alfie was 
absolutely terrified. He was very 
wary of the doctors and nurses. 
“He would hide under the bed and 
growl at them and he became 
quite aggressive towards me 
because of the steroids he was 
on.” 

Things changed when a Hickman 
line catheter relinquished the need 
for a needle but because of his 
treatment Alfie was unable to 
walk for seven months. 

He is still receiving chemotherapy 
but has learnt to walk and swim 
again and even ride a bike. 

“Alfie has been through such a lot 
but he has plenty of determination 
and doesn’t let much stand in his 
way,” said Sharon. “We are 
extremely proud of him. 

“He is amazingly cheerful. He 


knows he has got leukaemia and 
has some limitations but it doesn’t 
let much stop him. He loves 
school, he loves swimming and 
drawing and Star Wars. And he 
and his brother Jordan are mad 
about Arsenal!” 

As a winner of a Little Star 
Award, Alfie received a star¬ 
shaped chrome trophy and a 
certificate signed by celebrities 
including X Factor star Leona 
Lewis and Usain Bolt, the world’s 
fastest man. The prize also 
included a £50 TK Maxx gift 
voucher which he spent on Harry 
Potter items and some Lego for 
brother Jordan (10).

A new home 
with all mod 
cons for £2.5k

IN Harlow’s fledgling years, 
the masterminds behind its 
construction were 
determined that the New 
Town would not just 
attract working class city 
dwellers. 

With the blueprint for a new 
settlement of up to 80,000 
people in the Essex countryside 
and amenities for all, they knew 
the town would have to have a 
much wider appeal. 

Back in the mid 1950s a plan was 
drawn up to build estates with 
homes for sale rather than rent. 
“Such a town must cater for all 
classes within the community, 
including those who wish to own 


their own house,” said publicity 
material put out at time by Harlow 
Development Corporation. 

“This [scheme] is merely the first of 
several which will be developed 
later, offering outstanding 
opportunities to people of the 
middle income group.” 

The first was a 90-home 
development on one of the highest 
points in the town and was once 
part of the grounds of Pamdon Hall, 
the former seat of the Arkwright 
family. 

The sales pitch touts views across 
the Stort Valley and its proximity to 
woodlands, playing fields, 300-odd 
shops, the town centre and Burnt 
Mill rail station. 

Local historian Ron Bill, who at 
that time was on the corporation’s 
sales team, said: “In 1955 the 
corporation was asked by the 
Government to test the private 


market in Harlow and build one 
area for sale. This became Upper 
Park and was successfully sold in 
1957/58. It was very successful and 
was repeated at Brook Lane Field.” 
Potential buyers were enticed to 
visit a show home with adverts such 
as one in the Harlow Gazette in 
April 1958. The most common style 
home in the development was a 
three-bedroom semi-detached 
house, according to the brochure. 
The plush home boasted a lounge 
and dining rooms with bay and 
French windows respectively and a 
balcony for the main bedroom. The 
kitchen has space for a state-of-the- 
art fridge and washing machine and 
hads covered access to the garage, 
fuel stores and dustbin. 

And all this for a modest price of 
just £2,550 with a 999-year lease - 
a price to make today’s first-time 
buyers green with envy!

A JOINT police and council 
crackdown on anti-social behav¬ 
iour in a Harlow neighbourhood 
by targeting persistent offenders 
have reaped dividends. 

Police, working closely with both 
Essex County Council and Harlow 
Council, have successfully cut crime 
and prosecuted key ringleaders respon¬ 
sible for anti-social behaviour in The 
Stow. 

Before Operation Impact began, the area 
was a crime hotspot and home to the highest 
level of reported incidences of anti-social 
behaviour in the town.

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I lost my brother 
to a silent killer

MELISSA Matthews had just finished her 
dinner after a day at school when the 
telephone rang. Her life was about to turn 
upside-down. 

It was the emergency services, 
calling to say they were 
outside her older brother 
Tony’s flat in Harlow. Just 13 
at the time, she had a feeling 
things would never be the 
same again. 

Tony, 33, had come home from an 
evening out with friends. Hungry, 
he put some bread under the oven 
grill, forgot about it and went to bed. 

He never woke up. 

Melissa, now 23 and living in Bishop’s 
Stortford, said: “It was a complete 
shock. You just never ever contemplate 
that happening to your older brother.” 

On top of their grief, the Matthews 
family had to contend with waiting for 
what seemed an eternity to find out what 
had killed Tony. 

“It took what felt like a long time for the 
coroner to come back with a diagnosis,” said 
Melissa. “Because there were no real physical 
signs as to what had happened - you can’t see, 
taste or smell carbon monoxide - it was just so 
difficult to try to establish what had actually killed 
him and I think that was the hardest thing for me 
and my family. 

“At least in something like a car 
crash you know the cause, but we 
didn’t know why my healthy 33- 
year-old brother died.” 

Investigations showed that Tony’s 
grill was faulty and emitting carbon 
monoxide, poisoning him as he 
slept. 

The death of her brother had a 
profound effect on Melissa, who up 
until a year ago could not bring 
herself to speak openly about her 
loss. To her surprise, when she did 
she found it quite “therapeutic”. 

“I buried all those emotions: the 
guilt, the anger, the upset. It’s 
ridiculous, really, what goes through 
your head at that age. 

“Keeping it to myself hasn’t been a 
healthy thing; it’s meant I went 
through a rollercoaster of emotions 
alone. Talking openly has been quite 
therapeutic, lifting a big weight off 
my shoulders.” 

Melissa, who recently marked the 
10th anniversary of Tony’s passing, 
is now backing the Carbon 
Monoxide - Be Alarmed! campaign, 
which started last month with the 
aim of raising awareness of the 
hazardous gas. 

She said: “It’s not like an illness 
where there may or may not be a

cure. It’s so easy to stop carbon 
monoxide poisoning and the way to 
do that is by having an audible 
detector alarm fitted in your house. 
“When I first moved into my new 
house I asked the previous owners 
when they had their boiler last 
checked. When they dismissively 
said ‘oh, never’, I just wanted to 
yell at them.” 



According to findings by market 
research group Ipsus MORI, more 
than 80 per cent of us have at least 
one smoke alarm in our homes, but 
less than a quarter have an audible 
carbon monoxide alarm. 

The campaign is pushing for 
legislation to be introduced that 
means new-builds and rented 
properties have to be fitted with 
one. 

“With smoke from a fire you can 
feel it, smell it and sense it. But 
carbon monoxide can kill you 
without you knowing,” said 
Melissa. 

“I’m really hoping that people take 
this on board and go out to pick up 
an alarm today. There might be a 
13-year-old girl in the same 
situation, her older brother living 
alone somewhere. I don’t want to 
think my brother died in vain.”

Job saves man 
from jail term 


A FATHER-of-two with a 
lengthy criminal record has 
avoided jail for attempting 
to headbutt a police officer 

Judge Karen Walden-Smith told 
Lee Salmon it would be “a massive 
understatement” to describe him as 
a nuisance and a pest. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
that Salmon (26) of Nicholls Field, 
Harlow, had 19 convictions for a total 
of 58 offences committed since the 
age of 14. 


ESSEX County Council has warned 
parents of youngsters who regularly 
abscond from school to expect heavy 
fines. 

County Hall’s pledge to clamp 
down on truancy across the county 
comes in the wake of the prosecution 
of a couple from Harlow, who were 
fined a total of £930 for their child’s 
low attendance rate. 

Both parents - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - failed to 
attend court and were found guilty in 
their absence. 

Their child - a Year 11 pupil - only 
attended school 67 per cent of the

guilty to possessing cannabis, 
assaulting a police officer and pos¬ 
sessing criminal property. 

But instead of being jailed, 
Salmon was given a three-month sus¬ 
pended sentence and ordered to carry 
out 100 hours of unpaid work. He 
was also ordered to attend the 
Thinking Skills and offender sub¬ 
stance abuse programmes. 


time between May 11 and September 
11 last year. 

Stephen Castle, ECC cabinet 
member for education said: “We 
always seek to address the issues 
behind truancy before penalising a 
parent and would obviously rather 
see children in school, with parental 
support, than resort to prosecution. 

“However, the council is deter¬ 
mined to clamp down on cases of 
excessive, persistent unauthorised 
absence and will not tolerate the 
actions of parents who do not ensure 
their children attend school regular¬ 
ly” 


The court heard that when police 
found cannabis at his address on 
April 19 last year, Salmon tried to 
headbutt an officer, who ducked. 

Two days later, a stolen satellite 
navigation system and a mobile 
phone were found by police at his 
home. 

Ian Boyes, representing Salmon, 
said in mitigation he now had a job 
working six days a week as a painter 
and decorator for his partner’s father 
which kept him on the right side of 
the law. 

Passing sentence, the judge said: 
“For someone of 26 you have been 
involved in the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem an unbelievable amount of 
times. 

“You have a record of 19 convic¬ 
tions for 58 offences which started in 
1998 and goes on until October last 
year. To say you’re a nuisance and a 
pest would be reported as the mas¬ 
sive understatement of the year. 
Plainly you have been out of control 
without thought to the consequences 
at the time.” 

However, she added: “You’ve 
started employment in September 
last year and it keeps you engaged 
for up to six days a week. You 
may well have been given the oppor¬ 
tunity to turn the corner. 

“Given this, I am going to give 
you the opportunity to move on and 
become a productive member of 
society.”

ONE of the most uplifting stories of 
modern times will be brought to 
life in The Playhouse Studio next 
week when Harlow's acclaimed 
inclusive performing arts group 
Razed Roof stage a dazzling new 
production of Billy Elliot.

From Paris With Love is nonsense 
from lacklustre start to pyrotechnic 
laden finish, hinging weakly on the 
non-existent chemistry between 
the two male leads. 

Buddy movies demand sharp 
comic timing and a clearly defined 
narrative arc for the characters 
from distrust and irritation to 
mutual admiration. 


Morel's film has none of these 
qualities, leaving Travolta to blast 
each location to smithereens as a 
spectacularly wooden Rhys Meyers 
pouts in the background. 

Ironically, it is Travolta's voracious 
scenery-chewing and wide-eyed 
ravings which turn out to be the 
film’s guilty pleasure. And in a cute 
nod to former glories, his 
remarkably athletic agent also gets 
to share his love of the local 
gastronomic delights. 

“Here, the locals call my vice a 
Royale with cheese,” he grins, 
barely resisting an urge to wink 
playfully at the camera. 

Rhys Meyers fails to kindle a single 
spark of sexual attraction to 
Smutniak and his pivotal scene, a 
heartfelt monologue about the 
power of love, is utterly 
excruciating.

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The Citroen DS3 is stylish, well- 
equipped and luxurious.

RICHARD M HAMMOND takes it 
for a test drive 

I t has been some time since 
Mini could claim to have the 
market cornered for trendy 
city cars boasting both style and 
substance. But the fashionable 
high streets currently dominated 
by the ever-expanding Mini 
range, the Alfa Romeo Mito and 
the smaller but all-conquering 
Fiat 500 are about to become even 
more lively with the arrival of the 
Citroen DS3. 

When a production model 
resembles its concept predecessor 
so closely it is a sure sign that the 
manufacturer is about to try 
something new. With the C3 
updated for the new decade and 
the recent arrival of the practical 
but creatively styled C3 Picasso 
taking care of the volume 
compact hatchback and compact 
MPV sector, the DS3 is a new 
attempt to break into the 
premium compact hatchback 
sector with a stylish, well- 
equipped and generally more 
luxurious model. 

At first glance, Citroen appears to 
have cracked it. There are bold 
styling gestures that may or may

not be immediately liked and that 
may or may not grow on car- 
buyers over time, but as a 
package the DS3 is every bit as 
attractive and arguably more 
forward thinking in its design 
than its rivals. 

Unlike some of the competition 
the DS3 is not a modern take on 
past glories. Attempting to be a 
design classic in its own right, the 
model can hardly be accused of 
trading on its name either. Car 
historians and Citroen fanatics 
may raise an eyebrow at the 
rekindling of the DS moniker, but 
the French manufacturer is not 
claiming the DS3 is a modern 
interpretation of the fifties style 
icon. The DS4 and DS5 models 
that will follow shortly will make 


no such claims, either. 

The intention of the DS sub 
brand is visible in the lack of 
Citroen chevrons on the rear. A 
special DS badge takes their 
place, marking the DS line-up out 
as a range in its own right. That 
said, the visual similarities to the 
Citroen C3 are present inside and 
out, but DS3 customers can expect 
a far greater degree of 
customisation from their cars. 
Citroen has retooled its factory 
especially to deal with two-tone 
bodywork and roof decals of the 
DS3. 

The basic layout of the DS3 
interior is familiar from the 
standard new C3, but there are 
more than enough additions to 
make the luxury model feel just 


that. 

Dashboards can be specified in a 
range of colours and shapely 
interior panels are soft to touch 
and lined with more exuberant 
materials. Patterned carpets, 
coloured seat inlays and dashes of 
chrome add to the upmarket feel. 
Recessed dials are complimented 
with internally lit needles that 
jump into life when the engine 
starts. 

With the range-topping 154bhp 
turbocharged petrol engine 
drivers will also be met with an 
appealing, sporty exhaust note. 
The engine, the result of a 
partnership between Peugeot, 
Citroen and BMW, proves well- 
suited to the DS3 in 150 THP 
form, making the car feel far 


The crisp gear change and 
responsive, well-weighted 
steering help, too. The suspension 
is firm and the DS3 can be 
chucked into bends with 
confidence, but it’s also damped 
to deal with rougher surfaces 
even on the DSport model’s 17- 
inch wheels. As a compromise 
between city driving and the open 
road it's hard to fault. 

The DS3 shouldn’t prove a 
struggle to live with, either. The 
boot is very accommodating and, 
while the three-door body 
naturally restricts access to the 
rear, it will suit for two adult over 
shorter journeys. 

Three trim levels - DSport, 

DStyle, DSign - are available 
dependant on engine choice and 
there are enough customisation 
opportunities to give the DS3 a 
truly bespoke feel. A 99g/km CO 2 
emitting model should also 
attract attention from fashionable 
city car fans. Tax-free status could 
be as appealing as the floating 
roof and LED running lamps. 

It is more than adequately 
equipped to tackle the competitive 
but lucrative premium small car 
segment in the styling stakes, but 
the DS3’s enjoyable driving 
experience and neat packaging 
give it more than just high street 
chic.
